New Jersey has been having 
troubles similar to those which 
have been causing tax difficulties 
for agricultural producers in some 
Florida counties.

It was pointed ott that some 
poultry farmers-tave been forced 
out of business beéause of subur- 
ban sprawl dnd resültant high val- 
uations and correspondingly high 
taxes placed on their land. The 
solution suggested is early adop- 
tion of adequate planning and 
zoning conttols by municipal of- 
ficials in rural areas’ where in- 
tensive development has not oc- 
curred. 

A county planning board official 
urged the farmers to participate 
in planning activities. He advised 
them to take group action to se- 
cure regulations that would dis- 
courage “the hodge-podge scatter- 
ation of marginal high-density de- 
velopment’ here and there through 
a low-density, low-cost. farming 
area, bringing with ‘them requests 
for city: services, city protection, 
new schools and complaints about 
existing. farming practices.”
